These lectures arc «ifiVred under the

menl, and will detil with the subject 
Of Pre-hlsloric man from the earliest 
(lays to nioilorn limps. 

The cour.so will cover in as eom- 
prehensive n manner ns possible, the 
subject of prc-hlstorlc man, slarlln:; 
with the piii'llest known being do. 
serving to be classed as human, fol- 
' lowing through tho varions nunicr- 
011» races of mankind whose cxist- 
j enco has lasted more .than a million 
I years and terminating with mankind 
I as it is today. ■ 

.'=ippcial emphasis will be laid on 
the changing glnclal environment, 
nniid which primitive man lived, and 
which exercised such 'a strong con- 
trol PVT liis development. Other sitb- 
jppis hpsides farly races are: Proml- 
live Man's Mode of I,iving. His 
^Ve.^po^s. Food and Cave I-ife. and 
the I^ginnlng of Potler.v. Weaving, 
Architecture, and Fine Arts. 

The last mentioned subject \» one 
of fhç most fascinating In the whole 
realm "of Pre-Hlstory and some of 
the old masters of twenty-five thous- 
and years ago arc in excellent state 
of preservation. Indeed, they even in- 
vite some comparison with the works 
of modern times. 

This series of lectures Is a publica- 
tion of those given in the Introduc- 
tory Course in Geology, but to tho.se 
who h.^vo not taken that course, they 
may appeal on ocfonnt of tlie world- 
wide Interest in a topic so çonerallv 
discussed today., This course nlso 
forms an introductory backgrounil 
for the study of histor.v, and an ap- 
préciation of the beginnings of Art.

Old Zoological 
Books Exhibited 

Valuable Volumes Displayed 
In Redpath Library 

QUAINT WOODCUTS 

"Das Buch Der Natur" Was 
Published In Augsburg 
In 1478 



ifcGlll'-i small weekly exhibit In the 
reading room of the Redpath library 
for the current week Is one of the 
most interesting and valuable of the, 
series wiiicli h.is yet b.;en shown. It 
is composed of the rarer and more 
valuable books from the Blacker libr- 
ary of loolosj- and the Emma Shear- 
er Wood library of ornithology. 

The earliest books were published 
within a century of the invention of 
printing, and .arc illustrated with 
quaint rontetfiporary woodcuts. Out- 
standing examples of these are Meg- 
enberg'.«, "Das Buch der ' Xatur. • 
which W.TS ■ published In Auesb.ir- in 
UTS: "Traciatus de Anim.ilibu.-.." 
published in Venice in 1511 and an 
Italian illuminated manuscript, 
"Horae Beatac Mariae Virginis," of 
the fifteenth centur.v. The latter is 
net a book on ornithology but is of 
ornithological interest because it 
.shows birds and insects in the illu- 
minations. 

Among the other books of special 
note Is Ray's, "Ornllholoa-y of Fran- 
cis Wilbighby." which belonged to tho 
library of Samuel Pepys. ami was 
iniblishcd in I ondon in 1«7S. This 
Pep.vs volume which belongs to .Mc- 
0:u University. Is the only known 
colored copy. Cilbert White's "A 
N'aturalisfs Calendar." the McOill 
copy being a first edition printed in 
I>ondon in ITSô, is also on view as 
well as Howiok's history of quadrup- 
eds. Bewick was a f.amous ISnglish 
wood-ensrraver noted for his illustra- 
tions of n.atural history. Vlis history 
of qiiadnipVds was printed in Xew- 
Castle-iipoii-Tyiic in 17'.>l. 

.\nolher volume in the e.ihibit .\ud- 
ubon's "Tho Quadrupeds of North 
.\mcrica, ' publi.shed In New York In

Dr. Bazin point- 
ed out how formerly only the sons et 
physicians or selected young m«n 
were permitted to study and pra;Ctic« 
medicine. With the coming of tho 
guild s.vstom, apprcnii.yship in med- 
icine wa.-! also tolerated.

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EXAMINATIONS ARE HERE 

Will Ihe cut catch llio mouse, or will I ho 
mouse fail to escape. 

Thus gloomily run the reOections of many 
students faced with the problems of exams, and 
with the nece.'îsity of experimenting with the . 
gentle art of parsing them. 

"Aha." tlicy can imagine t!io profcssors 
saying, rubbing their hands with unholy glee, 
"Now wc will have a chance to try our little 
artful trick.s on the .«tudcnl.-i. Watcli 'cm 
prance.'' And they get ready, unliappily. lo 
"prance." 

Exr.m.<; are really not as terrible as this 
picture would indicate, but they truly do con- 
stitute an art, both in the setting of them and 
in tli; ]->nssiiig of them. 

Beginning with the liypothesis that n stu- 
dent must have a certain amount of material 
is liis liead. after being subjected io a barrage 
of h:2":i!y explosive material shot over 
the dead line for a length of time, the deli-, 
cate problem arices of fathoming the depth of 
the nccumu'atiçn. Tliu? the in-ofesjors set 
thcnifclves the taslc of devising (]ucslions which 
will, when answered, indicate the ability of the 
student an£v,-cring. An art indeed it is to set 
queslio-.-.s v.-hich will tap a student's knowledge 
siïfficicr.'ly accurately to fall or pass him. 

It is an art too, developed after years of 
experience, to tackle an examination properly. 
A;sLudent must first try to find out from the 
eîiamination paper just what" the examiner de- 
sires — and many are the tales prof es.=ors tell of 
those w'lio fsil in ihi.? elementary item. He must 
then rake his own brains to try and answer the 
demand. And he must, finally, endeavour to 
tran.slate his ideas on paper so as to present 
to the examiner a picture of his knowledge. 

Considering that, presumably, it is only 
the second of these two items that the professor 
is really interested in. this extraction of know- 
ledge is a very complicated one. ll is unfortun- 
ate that no oi.her method ha.^ yet been devised 
for this purpose, but as thi.s is so, we must ac- 
cept the inevitable gracefully, as the philosophy 
of a college student demand.s. 

The orthodox way to .^^ettle oneself for an 
exam., according to the best authorities is to 
arrive well on time and get seated comfortably. 
It is best to leave the examination' paper lying 
on: thé ÛQSk for a few minutes before glancing 
at it, .-so as not to become flustered. Then pick 
out and answer, the fir.st que.stion that seems 
answerable. By this time the worst of the ex- 
amir.avion will seem to be over, and the re.st 
of the i)aper will be less mon.strous.

KEEPING KNOWLEDGE UP TO DATE 

"The Canadian Medical As.sociation is the 
pnly one in the world that carries on extra- 
muj-al post graduate work" was the i-alliei' .sur- 
prising statement made by iJi-. A. 'J\ Bazin, 
before the i\iedicai Uiulur.!.;i aduate Society last 
night. Thi.s is rather a .significant move in the 
trend of modern medical education, for a, doc- 
tor, after his graduation will not lose the value 
of the latest advances which are being made. 
Undergraduate Society la,st niglit, Tliis is rath- 
er a significant move in the trend of modei-n 
medical education, for a doctor, after his grad- 
uation, will not lose the value of the Jate.st 
advances which are being made. 

This movement, is in our opinion, on that 
the Medical Societies in other countries will 
have to copy. The reason for this is because the 
advances which aj'e being made in J\'Iedicine 
and Kurgci v. are probably more ra])id llian have 
ever bceii made before. New treatments and 
systems are being constantly brougiit out, that 
in their .succes.sfulne.ss .super.-.ede the treatments 
that were considered as perfect as possible a 
few. years ago. It is for that reason, in partic- 
ular th;.t we deem this action of the Canadian 
Medical Society such a forward step. 

The Canti film, which was shown recently 
in Moysc Hall is just another educational device 
which the Association has made use of. This 
however, was destined more particularly for 
Medical Schools, but it will serve as an excel- 
lent example of the standard of study which is 
being offered. 

Much credit is due to the Canadian Medical 
Asi:ociation, in bcii^g the fii-.^t to diiK'crn the way 
in v.'i;:c.h tho itnowlcdge of Practiticneio can be 
Itcpi i:-; date, but greater credit falls to it 
in bi.;-.'. ;rj fn-st to put such a method' into 
practicfci.

RADICAL CHANGES 



■Development Of Colleges 
And . Universities; Ad- 
vances Made Recently 

In tho current issue or a studnnt 
publication, tli<>ro appcarcit nn intor- 
csling: ai-ticlc about tl>o ilcvolopnicni 
ot colIOK"".-! .iiul \iiiiM'i-.-iiirs in Uuhsia. 
Thoro have 1)ih.mi man}' staitliHB and 
radical changes .-ind iidvanccmont 
made recently in llio develoimionl o£ 
the coUoRes in new Itussia, much in- 
formation ot w'.iii-li ;lic American 
student is not .oBnizaut. 

.I'rior to the Kovolulion, Uus^ia liad 
ten universities, one in each of llic 
principal cities of llie country. In ad- 
dition tliere woii- nii- L't hii;li pro- 
fessional soliools I'f >iii;\ eisity ranlv, 
and a number ot pioiossional schools 
of sonjcwbat lower standiiiB. These 
livtler institutions were also located 
for the most pari in the largo popula- 
tion center*. 

The Russian universities were orc- 
anizeil on the Ciorman pattern. Usual- 
ly they con.sisted of four faculties: 
this hislorico-philoloRical, the physi- 
coimaihematical, the juridical, and 
the medical. In e.iri. ol ;hr fiiM •.hrei 
faculties IIk': t'Oiir>e was (rur jcars in 
length, and candidates wishing; to 
mntriculate were required to present 
diplomas of graduation from an 
eich!-> o;r.- (r.\niiiaslum. 

Adini.-sion to higher institutions 
was largely limited by definite per- 
ceniapc resulailons to members of 
the favored social classes, adherents 
of the Greek Cini:-ch. au'i '('•••i-sons of 
IxUîFÎan hirtli. l itis ^^a^ a. p.nt of ihr 
Kt-.s."-: ir.;7.ri; policy of the tsaris; 
yovcrnmsnt. 

Change Made 'in Purpose 
Immediatciy following the i .i; . f 
thei imperial government nnportanl 
changes wore inaujcurated. The Prov- 
isional Government sot up by the 
March Revolution granted complete 
autonomy to all hiphor s-.-l-.i'.^ls. It 
also abolished the rogiiiat ;o!it wiiich, 
discriminated against certain creeds.' 
elofses and nationalities. 

Radical reforniE in higher educa- 
tion did not begin, however, until 
after the October Révolution when 
th« entire education.!! system was re- 
organized from top to boiioni. Xew 
aims were then formulated and tho 
universities were assigned a very déf- 
init* role in the task o£ creating tho 
new Boeial order. In their purposes 
they n-ere made to reflect the econo- 
mic and . class policy of the Soviet 
government. Chief among them is that 
of preparing qualified specialists and 
convinced Marxians, ready to guard 
the revolution and eager to particip- 
ate in the building of .i sociaii^•.ic so- 
ciety. Naturally, since higher institu- 
tions in the Soviet Union must serve 
the interests of the ruling classes, 
the autonomy which permitted uni- 
verfities to fiinf.i'.Ti n'^ independent 
organization? 'vs"- .,i.,inùi'r.fd. 

Fabulous Growth of Schools 
During the period immvuiaiely fol- 
lowing the October Revolution the 
number ot higher institutions in- 
creased at a fabulous rate. The years 
from. I91S to 191:0 witiK-s.^ed these 
schools springing up every where in 
response to local initiative. These 
were jear's of the greatest faith in 
and enthusiasm for the Kevolut'on. 

Encouraged by tiie ::ni;.'-o.-'-d'>inciJ 
attitude of tiie r.ew go, f /nni'int to- ' 
ward hielier ciiic-itioii lor the masse.- ' 
the Russian people liari a vi.iion of ! 
dotting the whole country with uni- 
versities. Higher schools appeared 
spontaneously In the most remote 
corners of tiic •-ijumry. rruvinciai 
communities vir-i] with one another in 
esta.bllshing hieiK-; .schools and by 
J»21 there were iço .such iiLStitutions 
scattered throughout the \tist terri- 
tory of Russia. Hut these wrn the 
t.ryln«5 years of Civil War and uiili 
lary intorveni ion and the iirosrc.'." of 
<»duca.tlonal reform was everywhcri; 
retarded. 

With the end 1 of the Civil War in 
1920 the old as well as the new high- 
er schools were flond'-O by a .«^Ireaui 
Of young men and women just reiurn- 
rd Xrom the front.
